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dae American Grocer contains some inter- 
hans facts concerning the vegetables sold 
end consumed in New York. They form an 


New Jersey, and lastly, New York. The 
Bermuda trace begins about the middle of 
March, and lasts about nine wieks. The 
season's receipts from this source are estima- 
ted at 40,000 crates of onions, 12,060 barreleof 
potatoes, and 68,000 crates of tomatoes. ‘The 
tomatoes are carefully packed, being gathered 
rather green, and each one seperately wrep- 
ped in paper—thus generally arriving in ſlae 
condition. | 

The Florida yield of green peas arrives In 
New York about tLe first of April, while the 
gardensof Savannah and Charleston are not 
much behind. After peas come string beans, 
arriving about the middle of April, followed 
by cucumbers and potatoes May Ist, and 
tomatoes along towards the last of this 
month. The trade from Savannah, says the 
Grocer, is not large, whereas the whole cot, 
and up the St. John’s River, and out on the 
line of the Atlantic and Gulf Railroad 
might be made to produce unlimited quan- 
tities of early vegetables, which would cem- 
mand remunerative prices. The Charleston 
garden-farmers are doing better, shipping 
not less than 200,000 packages of vegetables 
a season. A novel feature of the Charleston 
trade is the regular shipment of strawberries 
in refrigerators,some of them large enough 
to hold 2,000 quarts each. 

But Norfolk is, after all, the main source 
of New York’s early vegetsble supply. Last 
year this Virginia city shipped 715,912 pack- 
ages of asparagus, setting beans, 
peas, ‘cucumbers, tomatoes, potatoes 
and berries, the value of which 
was $2,827,972. Of peas alone 162,520 bush- 
ela were received at Norfolk for shipment, 
and the amount would have been largely in- 
creascd if there had been a full supply of 
pickers, Strawberries and peas ripen about 
Norfolk at the same time, and the negroes 
prefer to pick the former, at one cent a quart, 
to the latter at five cents a bushel. 

A little later in the season Maryland and 
Delaware contribute peas and berries, and 
then the hungry metropolis is left to the 
mercy of the near-at-home gardeners. In- 
stead of the immense steamers’ load from 
Southern ports, the night is disturbed by the 
arrival of seven or eight hundred country 
wagons. Before the sun is well up the 
whole arrival of the night disappear, 
vanishes as if by magic, and all is well ia

Anarchy reigns supreme in Arkansas. The 
glories and beauties of partizau reconsiruc- 
tion have reached their logical result and 
natural culmination in that distracted State. 
The President hesitates. He and his associ- 
ates are responsible for the entire g ituation, 
for the presence of either Brooks or Baxter 
in office. The whole affair, from beginning 
to end, is part and parcel of Hadicalism.

It was also 
proved on the traverse trial that Branily had 
other property, not included in the deed of 
assignment of the value of $2,500 00. Sev- 
eral of * creditors had given their 
consent in writing to the terms of the as- 
signuaient, but the plaintiffs in garnishment 
had not. The Justice gave judgment against 
the garnishee for the fuli amount of the 
plaintiffs’ debt with interest, and the question 
is, whether Bohannan was liable to have a 
judgment rendered against him as gar- 
nishee on the foregoing statement 
facts. The answer to that ques- 
tion depends on the validity of 
he deed of assignment, as against the plain- 
tifls, McBride & Co. By the 1952d section 
of the New Code, every acsignment by an in 
solvent debtor of his property in trust for the 
benefit of, or in behalf of his creditors, where 
any trust or benefit 1s reserved to the assignor, 
or any person jor him, is void as against such 
creditors. Brantly, the creditor, stipulated 
in the deed of assignment for a benefit to 
herself, to wit: that it should operate as an 
extinguishment of his entire indebtedness to 
all ot his creditors. The effect of his deed of 
assignment was to dictate his own terms to 
his creditors, or to coerce them to submit to his 
own terms. He conveyed a certain portion 
of his property, described in the deed of as- 
signment, for the benefit of his creditors, pro- 
vided would take that in satisfaction or 
extinguishment of all his indebtednese to 
them. The benefit reserved to the assignor 
under such a deed of assignment, is to — 
all the debts extinguished, when the property 
assigned might not pay mre than twenty- 
five cents on the dollar thereof. If the cred- 
itors consent to the terms of the assignment, 
then, as a matter of. course, they would 
be bound thereby; but not other- 
wise. The question involved in thia 
case was decided by this Court in 
Miller vs. Conklin & Co. (17th Ga. Rep, 
480) In that case it was held that an assign- 
ment by a firm in insolvent circumstances of 
ali their assets, for the use and benefit of 
such creditors as should within ninety days 
file their claims with the assignee and re- 
lease the said firm from all liability therefor, 
was illegal and void as sgainst objectin 
creditors. In our judgment the Court er 
in sustaining the certiorari and ordering a 
uew trial.
